If your wife’s “hys¬ 
teria” kills her, that's 110 ureal loss to 
the win Id, w hereas die fate of nations, 
1 i vi li/at ions, of (lie planets in their 
courses, may depend on the editors' 
whims. 'ITit* stench they raise daily is 
their o/nne and it allots them much like 
opium, so that by constantly inhaling 
I licit own ga>se" I lire live in a perpetual 
dicam world of then own creation.

If the numerous editors created private 


worlds, like the thorn.mds which revolve 
in Bedlams everywhor. they would lie 
.*liut up with the* < iliei maniacs who 
llunk they are Cod, and although we 
niiuht deplore their sad state, we should 
be protected from their violences. Un¬ 
fortunately for .us, the great editorial de¬ 
lusion docs not create piivate worlds. Its 
false appetites arc not satisfied until 
vast numbers of the sane are hchavinu 
AS IF the synthetic cosmos of the 
editors* diurnal vaporings were bona fitle. 
Like "hystericar* women, the editors 
generally retain some faint awareness of 
reality, and like maniacs, they are 
running. Their faint awareness of 
reality is their yardstick by which 
they measure their power over the sane. 
Their cunninu has inspired them to unite 
their efforts to extend that power hy en¬ 
forcing the delusion of a single dream¬ 
world universally instead of a different 
one in each circulation nrca. and the 
means they have devised to this end are 
called the Associated Press, the United 
Press and the International News 
Service. 

These press associations and their 
member publishers own or control the 
means of broadcasting “news" by radio 
as well, so that any up|iearance of com¬ 
petition between the two media is the 
sheerest illusion. You never have heard 
a scrap of news over the air until after 
i? was for sale, printed, on the street, 
with the exception of sports events and 
a few rare accidents which have occurred 
under the eyes of an announcer already 
on the air.

Yes, the means of general communica¬ 
tion in the world today is a monopoly 
held hv a small group of madmen who 
rail everybody else “hysterical” and do 
everything in their power to make that 
w ish thought a fact. Rational humans who. 
conceivably, might wish to compare Holes 
about events in the real world have not 
the slightest chance to do so. Nowhere on 
the face of the earth today is there a 
single publication (of anv significant cir¬ 
culation) which is not dedicated to the 
perpetuation of some pipe dream. So 
that in good sooth (for all practical pur¬ 
poses) the United States of Dreamland 
IS the reality. We, the people, have had 
forced upon us a notoriously false and 
rnuriious wood-pulp soul. And vvliat 
the Devil do vve do about it?

The only 
publication ot any potency whuli cmi- 
sintciitly exposes their frauds is IN FACT, 
a weekly, and JX FACT coniines itself 
almost exclusively to political )s>ui>: 
further. IN FACT’ has an ax ot its own 
to grind, and so circulates principally 
among a group which would like to con¬ 
trol the United States of Dreamland 
but never, never, never would permit the 
views of tlu* masses to circulate freely.

11 y far the best reporting to hand on 
the subject conies from MFS John Conly, 
Science Rditor of Pat/ijimler . . . Your 
Secretary pauses long enough to say that 
a disparaging reference lo the quality of 
Pathfinder's “science’' (which appears in 
his Introduction to the LOOKS OF 
CHARL1CS FORT) vv;is valid when it 
was written and that it applied to the 
rontents for a number of years previously. 
Nincc John Conly lias been writing it the 
criticism is no longer justified. We hope 
they don’t fire John just because we like 
him, hut if they should that will teach 
him to be more hysterical. 

John talked to three eve-witnesses, two 
ol whom are mentioned above (Jack La 
Lous and Dr. C. J. Zohn). All three 
were reluctant witnesses, that is, not 
notoriety seekers who wanted to sec 
their names in the paper. 

La Rous is a commercial artist, a per¬ 
son trained to use his eves. He had 
spent eight of the previous nine years 
watching airplanes and then drawing 
them as visual education artist of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration. He was 
on a Inis (11:45 a.m. July 5 ) and saw 
a four-motored bomber in the sky. He 
has 20-20 plus-plus vision and can recog¬ 
nize any conventional aircraft as far away 


as he can discern it. Habit and training 
caused him lo identify the plane’s model 
and estimate its distance. As lie shifted 
his vision, a glint as from “a mirror in 
the sun” hit him in the eve. lie focused 
on the object, expecting lo see another 
plane. Instead lie saw a shiny, di-k- 
ftlinpcd object — “‘way ofl over Lctlicsda 
(Mel.)' 9 . He observed it for two minute*, 
estimated its distance as between 10,000 
and 15,000 feet, ils size, about the same 
as that of the bnmlrcr. It was moving, 
but not at speed which would he sur¬ 
prising in a military aircraft. It heeled 
over, seemed to have a projection, like 
:• short mast, rising from ils top axis. 
La Lous said the disc was travelling “the 
wrong way”. It was not slicing through 
the air like a scaled plate, hut mudiing 
through it, like a kite drawn at a run. 
He said that even at that distance it 
seemed to him to he whirling, lie was 
sure of this but lie didn’t know why. 

The second witness Conly spoke to was 
also an artist, Walter Grctscliel, of the 
Pathfinder staff. Monday afternoon, July 
7, in the office, Walter argued “very 
stubbornly*’ that the things people were 
’‘seeing'* vvnc in their eyes or in their 
minds. About :00 p.m., lie had gone to 
Rock Creek Park to paint, lie was 
“framing” a likely-looking landscape with 
his cupped bands — as artists will — 
when a disk swam into the picture! The 
laugh was on him. and Waller enjoyed 
it. The disk didn’t mind, but dallied 
some minutes, then “got away’’, lie 

thinks it did not “scud” away, but “faded 
or dwindled out”. It was very shiny on 
its sunlit side, glossy and dark on its 

shaded side. “It was either spinning un¬ 
evenly. like a phonograph record with the 
hole off-center, or else emitting vapor at. 
the edges, or at one edge.’* He would 
not guess at its size, distance or speed 
sinre he had no knowledge of any one of 
those elements by which to guage the 

other two, but be would say it sailed 

“slowly”. 

Conly’s third witness was that same 
Dr. Zului whom the papers called “a 
guided missiles expert'*. He is a phy-.icist 
in the Naval Research Laboratory’s 
“rockct-sondc” division, and he was the 
mn:4 unwilling to talk of the three men 
interviewed . . . Dr. Zohn was crossing 
the desert on his way to White Sands, 
N. M., June L in a car with other men 
whom the doctor refused to identify, 
probably uniformed personnel, cautious 
about seeing anything without I’orrcstaPs 
okay. 

Dr. Zohn, who has had enough prac- 
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ticc to know, said what he saw definitely 
was not any Navy or Army guided mis¬ 
sile or aircraft known to him. “It was 
like nothing l‘d ever seen," he said. He 
described it as very bright. (He saw it 
about midday.) It was also high up 
and moving very fast (like La Boris, Zolm 
watched from a moving vehicle and thus 
moved alung a fairly long baseline of ob¬ 
servation). He said it was as big as an 
airplane. It travelled toward distant 
mountains, but ‘‘vanished” before it 
iear bed them, lie didn't know if it was 
spinning. 

Both Zolm and Grctschcl, asked about 
impressions (even if not integrated into 
definite analogies or images) the disks 
left with them, said they didn't think 
they were “solid". But they couldn’t say 
why. None of the three men heard any 
noise. 

Remember the “translucency" reported 
hy the people in Sarnia, Ontario (witness 
“.'82 plus" above)? That might have 
some connection with this impression that 
the objects were “not solid".

3, the Los Angeles Times printed a story 
to the effect that ‘‘classified material” re¬ 
garding the Hying disks was destroyed 
in the fatal crash, but the source of the 
information declined to comment on the 
rumor that the plane carried fragments 
of a disk found on the ground. 

Now it is time to remember the metal 
that cracked the wheel house and search¬ 
light lens on Harold Dahls boat in 
Puget Sound, off Tacoma, Wash., June
